Official Paper of the 
BEST IN THE WORLD. 

Notwithstanding. the American 
budget system is only two years old, 
while that of Great Britain is more 
than 208, it can be truthfully asserted. 
that the American system is the best 
in the world. Of course, the United 
States had the advantage of studying 
the provisions and the practical work- 
ings of the British budget system when 
our own. was framed. The British sys- 
tem has been the growth. of many long 
‘years of experience and has been im- 
proved from time to time but still has’ 
some defects, which even its supporters 
recognize. 

That the American system is high- 
ly effective has been demonstrated by 
results. Not only have our finances been 
balanced by making expenditures come 
within their income, but the executive 
departments have been so accurate in 
their estimates, and the co-operation 
between the executive branch and the 
legislative branch has been so harmon- 
ious that 'the appropriations come with- 
in less than two percent of the es-— 
timates by the budget bureau. This is 
a remarkably approach to the estimates 
when it is remembered that the total 
was more than three billion dollars, and 
that there was no limitation whatever 
upon the right of congiress to make 
any changes it might deem best. The 
appropriations were slightly under the 
estimates submitted by the Director of 
the Budget. 

There are two important factors in 

‘which the Americin system is’ super- 
ior to that of the British. One of these 
is the power whi h the ,-‘esident has, 
by virtue of his constitution?l authority 
and authority given him by act of con- 
gress, over co-ordination of the work of 
the several departments of the govern- 
ment. One official of the budget bureau 
is known as the chief coordinator, Un- 
der:the leadership ‘of this officer, repre- 
sentatives of the 43 bureaus and boards 
and commissions conducting govern- 
ment business’ in which they have a 
common interest. Att such. conferences 
plans are made for elimination of dup- 
lication, removal of competitive bidding 
for supplies, interchange of unused 
supplies, etc., with the result of saving 
Ron of dollars and at the same time 
intreasing efficiency. 

Another important feature of the 
superior merit of the American system 
is its flexibility. Under the British ‘sys- 
tem when the’tentative budget is made 
up it goes to the cabinet for final ap- 
proval and is then laid before the house 
of commons. The budget is subjected 
to discussion by the minority, but if 
any material change is made without 
the consent of the administratioiy that 
change results in a resignation‘of’ the 
cabinet and the forming of a new;.¢abi- 
net. by the group successful in Ore: 
ing the supporters of ‘the budget. In 
its operation, therefore, the British sys- 
tem means he enactment of. the budget 
practically ‘as submitted, Undef the 
‘limitation of debate, a large portion-of 
the British budget is adopted without 
any discussion or consideration what- 
ever. in parliament. uae 
~The American system provides for 
the exercise of a large measure of judg- 
ment by congress. In fact, when ‘the 
last budget was under construction, 
congress nearly doubled the appropria- 
tions recommended for rivey and:-har- 
bor.improvements, but made equally as 
large reductions in other items of ex- - 
pense. The American system as$uimes 
that the judgment of ‘congress may. be 
better than that of the budget bureau.

A body blow is aimed ai thé pro- 
fessional gunman in the = 


gulation bill of Assemblyman Fred 
Hayes of San Francisco. 

The bili has been signed by Govr 
ernor Friend W. Richardson and goes 
into effect August 7. 

It establishes a uniform law thru- 
out the State for licensed regulation, 
of the carrying of concealed weapons 
and sets up heavy penalties 
gun-carrying criminals. 

While aimed to disarm the law- 
less, the new measure at the same 
time offers ample protection not 
only to peace officers, but to per- 


sons using firearms for competition 
or hunting, and for legitimate pro- 


for 


tection on outing trips. 

One of the important provisions of 
the bill exacts heavy penalties from 
persons carrying firearms in the 
commission of crime or attempt at 
crime. The first offense is pun- 
ishable by five years imprfsonment, 
the second by 10 the third by 20 
and the fourth by a life term. 

The bill was drawn by the U. 8. 
Revolver Association of New York, 
and is approved by revolver and 
rifle organizations, as well as peace 
officers. : 

In the méasure are stringent reg- 
ulations against carrying concealed 
firearms or explosives and posses-! 
sions in the blackjack, 
brass knuckle type.
